Bomb damages

Plea for the wrongdoer 


DEUX HOMMES dans le VILLE 
(Zafon, Tel Aviv and Mitchell, Je- 
rusalem), written and directed by 
dose Giovanni, is, unlike his 
previous films which were either 
thrillers or black comedies (“Le 
Rapace," “Dernier Domicile Con- 
nu,” “La Secoumoune"’), a film with 
a message, a plea for the more 
humane and understanding treat- 
ment of prisoners and wrongdoers. 
The choice of such a theme may 
have been that of Alain Delon, pro- 
ducer as well as actor, who is re- 
ported ta be keenly interested in 
prison reform. 

The story revolves round the two 
men of the title: Germain (Jean 
Gabin), an elderly, dedicated pro- 
bation officer, and Gino (Alain De- 
lon), his protégé, the last months 
of whose ten-year prison sentence 
for robbery have been remitted on 


‘Montpellier’ i 
moved with his family and gets a 
job. But his bad luck is that the 
police inspector there (Michel Bou- 
quet) is the very man who had ar- 
rested Gino ten years before. The 
inspector typifies those policemen 
who are convinced that once a 
criminal, always δ. criminal. A man 
cannot escape his past. He hounds 
Gino, constantly calling him to 
the. police station and questioning 
his girl friend (Mimsy Farmer), who 
works in a bank, and his employer 
and when the bank is burgled it 
is obvious that Gino is faced with 
disaster. 

For three-quarters of the film, it 
runs along in a convincing manner, 
eliciting the sympathy for Ginoand 
his like for which it aims.

British emissary tries 


to turn lights back on 


BELFAST (UPI). — The British 
Government'a number two man in 
Northern Ireland yesterday flew to 
Newry, 56 kms. south of Belfast, 
in an attempt to end a power shut- 
down that has left 90 per cent of 
the border town without electricity 
for more than a day. 

_ Stanley Orme, Minister of State 
in the Northern Ireland office, flew 
to Newry to confer with civic 
leaders, businessmen and local of- 
ficialg about the blackout. 

The - outlawed Irish Republican 
Army caused the shutdown by 
threatening to shoot electrical work- 
ers who serviced power installations. 
The IRA says it will not lift its 
threat until the British army no 
longer controls street lighting in 
the city. 

Power supplies were cut back all 
last week. Tuesday morning they 
all but collapsed. Officials of Newry, 
which has a population of 11,000, 
sald 1,560 homes were blacked out, 
2,000 workers laid off, shops and 
factories shut and two hospitals 
were forced to use emergency gen- 
erators to stay in operation. 

“If the power isn‘t restored 
quickly, the city faces economic and 

disaster," John McEvoy, 
chairman of the Newry Council, said. 


A delegation yesterday crossed 
Into the Irish Republic for a meeting 
with IRA representatives, who to 
date have rejected all appeals to 
drop their threat. 

Just outside Newry, the main Bel- 
fast-Dublin train line was blocked 
shortly after dawn by a freight train 
hijacked by gunmen and left on the 
tracks with what British army ex- 
perts feared was a bomb inside. 

The army said two masked gun- 
men flagged down the Belfast-bound 
freight train at about 5 am., ordered 
its engineer and driver to get off 
and then put two milk cans in 
the engine cab. Shortly afterwards 
an anonymous caller told the Newry 
telephone exchange the cans con- 
tained 90 kgs. of explosives. 

Authorities immediately stopped 
train traffic in both directions, rush- 
ed army bomb experts to the scene 
and began a careful search of the 
entire area around the parked train. 
They even brought in helicopters. 

“This could be a set up for an 
ambush or mines could have been 
laid to catch soldiers," one army 
Source said. 

Two other trains were hijacked 
on the same line near Newry earlier 
this month. 


Coded message 
alerts British 
to terror plan

LONDON. — Security services in 


᾿ Britain have been alerted to expect 


an attack by Arab terrorists fol- 
lowing the interception of a coded 
message by an English radio ham. 

David Arthur has previously 
monitored Arab terrorist broadcasts 
and passed the information gleaned 
on to the police. In some instances, 
terror acts have followed shortly 
after the broadcasts. This is the 
first time he has picked up a coded 
message. 

‘The message read: agnsp rtsn 038 
040 041 063 bird blvd cghf egkn frjk. 
According to Mr. Arthur, 038 is 
Germany, 040 is Britain and 063 is 
Israel, but he does not know what 
041 represents. 

An unusual aspect of this message, 
he claims, is that previously ins- 
tructions for terrorists operating in- 
side Israel have been transmitted 
separately. This is the first time that 
they have been incorporated in a 
Message for terrorists operating in 
different ‘countries.

China raps U.S., Soviet for 
forecasts of overpopulation 


BUCHAREST, Rumania (UPI).—in 
a blistering attack on the super- 
powers, China said yesterday that 
predictions of doom because of over- 
population were a plot by the US. 
and the Soviet Union to maintain 
their dominance over the third 
world. 

Addressing the world population 
conference, Huang Shu-Tse, vice- 
minister of health, said: “Is it owing 
to overpopulation that unemploy- 


ment and poverty exist today? No. pi 


Absolutely not. It is due to the 
exploitation, aggression and plunder 
of the superpowers. They are the 
chief culprits for unemployment 
and poverty." 

Huang rejected the U.S. 
to try and stabilize the world's po- 
pulation during the next century 
and said each country should work 
out its own population policies and 
that man faced an “infinitely bright 
future.” 

“The creative power of the people 
is endless. The warning of the super- 
powers are groundless and are being 
expressed with ulterior motives,” he 
said. 


He said poverty existing in Af- 
rica, Asia and Latin America was 
due to the continuing economic hold 
maintained by the superpowers and 
were the continuing legacy af “bru- 
tal aggression and enslavement, 

“One hundred million Africans 
were lost because of the traffic in 
human beings. Large tracts of land 
were laid waste,” Huang said. 

The way for the third world to 

ogress, Huang said, was to 
“strengthen ue struggle against 
imperialism and hegermonism. 

‘Final victory belongs to the 
Africa and Latin 


hegemonism, there will arise a great 
civilization where life will be abun- 
dant... The superpowers have raised 
a false alarm of population ex- 
Plosion.” 

Huang cited the example of China, 
with nearly 800 million people the 
world's most populous nation, as to 
how large populations could be well 
cared for. ᾿ 


“In a relatively short time we 
succeeded in abolishing unemploy- 
ment... At present our living stan- 
dards are rather low but everyone 
is assured work, food and clothing,” 
he said. By contrast, Huang said, 
poverty and unemployment were rife 
in both the superpower nations. ~
